London, Feb. 12. London today
has replaced Paris as the seat of de-

liberations to settle problems growing
out of the world war.

With the "big three" conference of
premier fn now ton to decide future
allied attitude toward Russia, settle-
ment of the Adriatic dispute between
Italy and Jugo-Rlav- disposition of
Constantinople and measures to force
(lermany to live up to Article 2L'8 of
the treaty of Versailles, and the coun-
cil of tho Lea Kite of Nations meeting
to bring about organization of that
world society, London had become for
the moment virtually the capital of
Kurope.

The "big three" Premiers Lloyd
Oorge. Millerand and Nitti was con-
fronted with some of the most dif-
ficult nuentlona that have come up
Mince the closing of the main peace
conference in Paris. The matters in-
clude ma.iy that have been sidetrack-
ed time after time because of theirdelicacy.

War ullty Big Problem.
One of the first questions to come

before the premiers, it was believed,
will be Germany's virtual refusal to
deliver the list of war guilty whose
surrender for trial by allied tribunals
la demanded, and her delinquency indelivering coal to France, as provided
by the treaty, (lermany already 1g farbehind In these deliveries, French

There were many indications that

the premiers' discussion probablv will
be marked by heated debate, as it was
known t hey are at loggerheads on
many important questions.

Life of Martyr President an
Ideal of Americanism.

Secretary Lansing Observes
Birtliday of Civil War Chief.

Washington, Feb. 12. The Ameri-
can people were advised today by Sec-
retary Lansing to find in the life of
Abraham Lincoln the inspirations to
forget self in devotion to country and
to the fundamental national principles
dt liberty and justice. "The memory
of Lincoln," said the secretary of
state, "of his humble origin, of his
attainment to the highest honor in
the gift of his fellow countrymen, of
his unsurpassed service to the repub-
lic and of his character as a man and
as e. public servant is one of the great
spiritual assets of this nation.

"It is in turning our thoughts to the
enreer c.l this great American that we
learn the true meaning of patriotism
and gain a true conception of the op-
portunities which America offers to
those who, inspired by lofty ideals,
press onward, alone: the path of un-
selfish public service.

"In commemorating: the birth of
Abraham Lincoln, we do honor to the
American spirit of which he is the
personification. He is the typical
American for future generations, the
inspiration to us all to forget self in
devotion to our country and to the
eternal principles of liberty and of
justice which are the life blood of the
nation,"

OIL ruoDV'CTIOX OX INCREASE.

24.000,000 More Barrels Ourlng 1919
Than in 1018.

Oil City. Feb. 12. Oil production In
thet United Htates during 1819 was
3li6,235,l 1 barrels, a increase of
more than 24,080.000 barrels over the
previous year, according: to the annual
review of the Oil City Lcrrick, made
public today. The figures are based
on pipe line receipts reported month-
ly, estimates of pipe lines not reported
and estimates of tank car shipments
f i urn fields where no regular pipe line
service existed.

The 1919 report is a new high rec-
ord in the arnual petroleum output of
the United States, according to the
review. Fields which showed gains
were North Carolina. Texas, North
Louisiana, Gulf coast. Kentucky.
Wyoming and the Lima districts.
Losses were recorded for Kansas,
Pennsylvania, West Virginia ' and
southeastern Ohio.

Disposing of Article Ten Prom-
ises To Be .Big Job..

.Washington. Feb. 12. Indications
Of the difficulties that must be over-
come before the senate can reach a
compromise on Article 1- - of the
League of Nations covenant were seen
today in rejection by Senator Hitch-
cock of a widely herald "compromise"'
submitted by . mild reservationists.
Hitchcock declared that 'its .acceptance
by Democrats would involve an even
more abject surrender than acceptance
of the ociginal Lodge reservation.

The proposed compromise modifica-
tion of the Lodge reservation, which
Lodge was declared by mild reserva-
tionists to have accepted,-- provides
that "the United States assumes no
obligation to preserve by, the use of
its military or naval forces or by the
economic boycott or by any other
means the territorial integrity and

independence of any other na-
tion," etc.
, More Drastic Tian Ever.

It differs from the original Lodge
reservation in the addition of the
words "by the Use of its military or
naval forces, or by the economic boy
cott or by any other means." In the
opinion of many senators it is a great
deal more drastic and unbending than
the original Lodge reservation.

"That proposal would rob us of
every weapon we could use under Ar-
ticle 10." said Benator Hitchcock. He
said it would not he considered for a
minute.

Mild reservationists said that in
spite of Hitchcock's attitudethey had
assurances of Democratic votes. Eut
it was considered doubtful that Snough
Democrats would support it to insure
its acceptance, inasmuch as it is con-
ceded the much milder Lodge reserva-
tion could not command the necessary
Democratic support.

''Many substitutes will be offered
before we get one that will prove ac-
ceptable," Senator Hitchcock predict-
ed. Practically all the other leaders
speak confidently but Hitchcock, when
asked as to his view of the prospects,
replied; "I don't know."

Negro Organization Wants Taws to

Put End to Judge Lynch.
Chicago, Feb. 1 2. Demands for

legislation and law enforcement to
stop lynching of negroes were formu-
lated here today at the national con-
vention of the Lincoln League of
America, a colored organization.

Will H. Hays, chairman of the Re-
publican national committee, in an
address to the convention last night
Joined his voice to those of the negro
leaders in assailing the practice.

"Lynching under any circumstances
or conditions is a crime," Hays said.
"It is a crime against Judgment and
justice, reason and righteousness. It
is an assault on our most sacred In-

stitutions. It merits the excoriation
of every high minded citizen and
should not occur."
